FURTHER TESTS 
MADE FOR SITE OF 
BIG CANYON DAM 


As part of the preliminary 
study to determine the most feas- 
ible location for the proposed flood 
control dam in San Antonio can- 
yon, U. 8. army engineers have 
just completed excavation of a 
“test hole.” ~ 

The test hole is a short distance 
west of Mountain avenue north of 
Twenty-sixth street. It was dug’ 
25 feet deep, as the excavation 
was made, tests were taken of the 
soil and analysis will be made of 
the formation at various levels. 

The study is being made to de- 
termine the most feasible site for 
the proposed dam, projected for 
post-war construction as a flood 



























control measure. 

From time to time tentative 
sites have been selected and as the 
study is continued additional in- 
formation ig compiled, Recent 
excavation of the Test hole is des- 
cribed as a routine procedure in 
determining the best spot to place 
the huge project for holding back 
the flood waters in times of ex- 
cessive rains. 

Observers were able to obtain 
very little information from the 
engineers as to the plans 
for the project. Money has been 
allocated by congress for ensgi- 
neering study of the project ‘but 
actual construction of the dam 
awaits appropriations and these 
‘are not expected until some years 
after the end of the war. 

Soon after the disastrous flood 
in the canyon some years ago, at- 
tention of army engineers was 
centered on the need for a dam 
and from time to time fpvestiga- 
tion of a possible site has been 
made,
